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Pursuit of law
degree made
possible here

If you've ever thought about
obtaining a law degree, mark your
calendar for Monday.

Paula Colby, Director of
Admissions at the Massachusetts
School of Law, will be at the Edu-
cation and Training Building from
noon to 1 p.m. to explain the pro-
grams offered at MSL.

Located in Andover, Mass.,
MSL is an unusual law school that
is completely focused on providing
a first-class education at an afford-
able price. This is obvious in
everything students experience,
from the admissions process to the
way courses are taught. For exam-
ple, MSL does not consider a stu-
dent’'s LSAT scores during the
admissions process. Instead, the
admissions office personnel con-
sider a proven ability to work hard
in both academic and job environ-
ments and to overcome setbacks,
as well as life experiences. They
conduct extensive applicant inter-
views and place high value on the
results of an essay exam written,
administered, and evaluated by the
faculty.

MSL also requires its faculty to
maintain an active practice in their
legal field, and the college offers
courses in writing and the drafting
of legal documents, something
other college and university law
programs often neglect.

In fact, the only seemingly
“strike” against MSL is that it is
not accredited by the ABA. This is
a fact that sounds like a bigger
problem than it is, and it is one of
the issues that Colby will address
when she visits Hanscom.

“I know there are questions
regarding accreditation status. Itis
important for people to understand
that the MSL is accredited by the
Massachusetts Board of Regents of
Higher Education to confer the
degree of Juris doctor and by the
New England Association of
Schools and Colleges,” she said.
“People have common misconcep-
tions about what ABA approval
means and | would like to clarify
that for folks so they can make an
informed decision about where to
attend school.”

Colby will also discuss the flex-
ibility of the MSL program, which
offers both day and evening class-
es. Saturday classes are also avail-
able after the first year of classes
are complete.
